 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 14 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 15

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 (E) THE SALES AND USE TAX DOES NOT APPLY TO THE SALE OF: 1 

 

  (1) MACHINERY OR EQUIPMENT USED DIRECTLY OR AND 2 

PREDOMINANTLY TO PRODUCE ENERGY STAR WINDOWS OR ENERGY STAR 3 

ENTRY DOORS FOR RESIDENTIAL REAL PROPERTY; OR 4 

 

  (2) ELECTRICITY, FUEL, AND OTHER UTILITIES USED TO OPERATE 5 

THAT MACHINERY OR EQUIPMENT. 6 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 7
